In no place on the surf ace of the globe 


is rent so high a& at Gibraltar, the rea- 
son. being, says the Philadelphia In- 
quirer, that the geographical position 
of the town precludes the possibility 
of its being extended in any direction. 
A long, narrow strip of what was once 
sea beach is alone available for build- 
ing purposes. All the rest is precipitous 
rock. 


Upon this narrow parapet, in some 


cases less than 100 yards in width, are 
crowded the homes of 25,000 people. 
As much as ten dollars a week is asked 
and obtained for the use of one small 
room, and this, too, in a place where 
the normal rate of wages is quite ten 
percent less than in America. Natural- 
ly, the overcrowding is fearful, and, 
the -water supplj being scarce and in- 
tennitten't, cleanliness of living, as we 
understand it, is almost impossible. 


No wonder that in the oldi days the 


plague and the cholera ravaged the 
"rock" with a virulence unknown in the 
filthy and pestilential cities of the far 
east. 


In Malta, on the other hand, house 


rent is ridiculously cheap. Anywhere 
outside of Yaletta an. excellent seven- 
room hou=e can be had for $15 a year, 
while rates and taxes are unknown. 
The houses arc built entirely of the 
cream-colored stone of vi Inch the island 
is composed, and which is so soft that 
it can be cut wFth a savt into blocks or 
slabs of any desired size or shape. So, 
while the Maltese builder is digging up 
his foundation, he is at the same time 
getting out the material for his walls,

THK COAJL 
SIISKKS' STRIKE AND 


DEBS. 


The latest news from the center of 


disturbance indicates that the strike 
of the coal mineis is neaiiug the end. 
The Pittsburg operators made a pro- 
position to give a straight price of 65 
cents a ton to continue until the end 
of the year, at which time a joint meet- 
ing of miners and operators shall de- 
termine the rate to be paid thereafter. 
The representatives of the mine workers 
agreed to recommend the proposition 
to the miners at a convention to be held 
next weak and it is believed that it 
will he accepted. It it is the miners 
will resume work and there will be no 
farther rjr-cessity, at least fov the preis- 
sent, of invoking the aid of the courts 
to prevent men from peaceably assem- 
bling to discuss their grievances and 
consult as to the best means of secur- 
ing living wages for their labor. 


The right'ol capital, that is of men 


who Lave money invested or money to 
inresr, to meet and consult as to the 
bast methods of making the invest- 
ment, has never been questioned by 
even the most radical o£ labor agitators. 
As the poor man's labor is hia only 
capital he should be allowed the privt 
leges that are accorded capital. He 
knows that rich men aro permitted to 
meet when and where they please to 
discuss the rates they shall 'charge on 
transportation lines, the wages they 
shall pay employees and the prices 
they 
shall charge for commodities 


which they control. He knows that, the 
prices of sugar, flour, coal, coal oil and 
many other of the necessaries of the 
household are fixed by trusts and that 
tha courts do not enjoin them from 
meeting for sach purposes. Knowing 
this he believes that he and his fellows, 
who have only their labor to dispose of, 
should have the right to meet and con- 
sult as to methods of getting living 
wages for their labor. When that right 
is denied them and, without trial by 
jury, they are inhibited by courts from 
meeting peaceably they believe they 
.ire denied privileges guaranteed them 
by the constitution and catiuot be ex- 
pected to have very much respect foi 
those who administer the laws. 


The court which by injunction put a 


padlock on the lips of Eugene V. Debs 
made him a martyr in the eyes of 
labor and the idolized champion of its 
cause in the United States, and in the 
opinion of millions of hard working, 
horny-handed sons of toil he is the 
greatest, biggest man in the United 
States and head and shoulders above 
any court that enjoins him from exer- 
cising the right of addressing his 
fellow citizens on any subject of pub- 
lic interest. 


SUPERVISORS IN JEOPARDY. 


The laws of California require the 


Board of Supervisors of San Francisco 
to fix the water rates for the year at 
the regular meeting of the board in 
February of each year. 
The board 


elected last November and which took 
office last January did not fix the 
water rates in February, but per- 
iormed that duty later in the year and 
to the satisfaction of the water com- 
pany 
The people were very much 


dissatisfied with the rates and it was 
openly charged that a majority of the 
board had been "seen" by the com- 
pany. 
However that may be G. K. 


Fitch instituted proceedings in Judge 
Wallace's Court against the board for 
the purpose of ousting the members 
for not performing their duty as rt- 
quiied by law. 
Two of the members, 


who ware not in the ring, pleaded that 
they had endeavored to have the rates 
fixed in February and had the minutes 
of the board produced in court lo 
show that one of them had made a 
motiou to that effect, 
which 
was 


seconded by the other, bat that the 
motion was voted down by the major- 
ity. 
The other defendants filed sepa- 


rate answer?, and six of them asked 
for a change of venue, alleging bias 
and prejudice on the part of Judge 
Wallace, but the Court denied the 
motion. 
A motion for a trial by jury 


was also denied on the ground that 
questions of law only are involved, and 
the trial commenced. 


At the trial, Olark Eussell resd the 


minutes of the meetings in February, 
which shoved that the water rates had 
not been fixed in tbut month and the 
case was continued until Monday, 


There is much feeling agaiust the 


Board of Supervisors in San Fraucibuo. 
It is [charged the "solid eight," com- 
prising a majority o£ the board, sold 
out to the Spring Yalloy Company aud 
fixed the rates to suit that corporation. 
Whether this charge can be proved is 
problematical, but that the boi>rd fixed 
the rates to suit the company there is 
no doubt whatever.

Silver-Itepublicnu Oonvention in Colo- 
rado for Jus.ioe of the Supreme Court, 
has announced that he will Lot accept 
the St. Louis platform. 


The express cai on the south-bound 


train was robbed neur Dea Moinea, N. 
M,, Friday night by four men. From 
five to fifteen thousand dollars was 
taken. The robbers have not been ap- 
prehended, 


Two men and a horse were killed 


near Monongahela, Pennsylvania, yes- 
terday by an explosion of nitre-gly- 
cerine, while crossing a bridge. The 
bridge was also so badly damaged that 
it cannot be used. 


F. H. Parker, President of the Pro- 


duce Exchange Bank of New York, and 
his wife were drowned yesterday in 
Chain Lake in the Adirondack mount- 
ains. 
They were sailing on the lake. 


Their bodies have not been lecovered. 


An explosion of natural gas 
at 


Broad Ripple near Indianapolis killed 
flve men und seriously injured twenty 
or thirty others. 
A part of the town 


took Sre and several buildings were 
destroyed. 
Indianapolis sent engines 


and physicians. 


The St. Louis and San Francisco 


limited express fiom Galveston was 
derailed twenty miles west of St. Louis 
on Friday night. 
The baggage car, 


smoker and two day coaches were 
thrown from the track. 
No passen- 


gers were hurt, but three tramps were 
seriously injured. 


The striking minors at theDe Armitt 


mines do not look with favor on the 
65-cent rate per ton. It is thought that 
there will be considerable opposition. 
The men marched to the mine as usual 
and tried to persuade the miners to 
stop work. At the Plum Creek camp a 
large gain was made in the strikers' 
ranks. 


In West Virginia the miners have 


little hope of au advance in wages, bat 
will be governed by the action of the 
National Board. 


At Clarkbnrg,Ohio, trouble is feared, 


as the operators are making strenuous 
efforts lo start the mines. 


Eobarfc A. Magee, a farmer living 


about two milas from Braiaard, Minn,, 
was captured by two masked men, 
blindfolded and 
led to his house. 


There he was held by one of the men 
while the other overpowered Magee's 
aged mother and bound her to a chair. 
The robbers then threatened to burn 
the house above their victims' heads 
unless Magee gave up his money, which 
they claimed to know he had in hiding. 
Magee gave them $1,500. Upon leaving 
they told him that they would consider 
the money a loan and it would be re- 
turned in November, if he made no 
effort to discover their identity and 
that oae of them was a businessman 
and had to have the money to save him 
from brankruptcy, and a note would 
be sent to Magee by mail.

To-day I visited an apple and plum 


orchard located in town. Though the 
purpose of the visit was not strictly ento- 
mological, I was forced to notice the 
very severe effect of the San Jose scale 
upon both f nut and trees. 


The first trees observed, seemed very 


free from infestation hut finally a por- 
tion of the orchard was reached where 
the trees, bark, leaves and fruit were lit- 
erally alive with this, the worst fruit pest 
in the United States. The trees were 
large and otherwise seemingly in a 
healthy condition. The bark, however, 
presented the pecular ashy gray appeal - 
auce characteristic of this disease. Not 
only on the trunk and lower limbs was 
this to be observed, but also, on the 
upper branches extending to the ultimate 
twigs 
Thus when this year's leaves and 


fruit formed they quickly became iu- 
fested by joung insects whose parents 
occupy the adjacent twigs. 
Infested 


leaves were brown spotted particularly 
on the upper surface, each of the spots 
bearing near the centre the usually light 
colored scale of an insect. 


Light colored apples were either red- 


dish-purple spotted, or, from the prox- 
imity of the insects, wholly covered with 
this color, thus forming most conspicu- 
ous evidence of the presence of the 
disease. 


In ninny instances the leaves were dead 


these fieqtiently forming a pait of indi- 
vidual clusteis. In several instances 
badly infe&tod limbs had succumbed to 
the disease after the formation of the 
leaves and fruit. 
These leaves were 


shriveled and blown, the fruit withered, 
cracked and under-sized, yet able to sup- 
port thriving colonies of great numbers 
of insects. 


The pltun trees, a row of which ad- 


joined a row ot infested apple trees, pre- 
sented much the same appearance. The 
fruit did not show the effects of the dis- 
ease so severely as did the apples. Yet 
in nearly every instance the half of the 
fruit surrounding the stem was thickly 
covered with the scales of the insects 
which stood out in bold relief against 
the background of dull blue skin of the 
fruit 


Authis season we have the disease pre- 


sented in its most conspicuous form when 
its very serious nature should be 
thoroughly impressed upon the minds 
of those whom it affects. Furthermore 
the coming "Winter season when the 
trees are bare of leaves and in a dormant 
condition is the proper time for the ap 
plication of leinedies which demand some 
previous preparation. 


Thus it is a most appropriate season 


for the consideration of what steps are to 
be taken towards the control of this 
diead disease which, if neglected, will ui 
all piobabuity destroy a laige part oC 
the fimt tiees of this valley within the 
near futuie

The steamer offlceis eay rain 
has fallen there continuously for eight 
days, and that it is utterly impossible 
to cross. All kinds of business is 
flourishing. Many are selling outfits 
for rlittle or nothing, while others are 
buying everj thing oflered for sale and 
using the same to stock general retail 
stores, which they are setting up on 
the beach. A saloon keeper at Dyea is 
buying flour, emptying it in a heap in 
a tent and selling the empty sacks a 
76 cents each. The Farallon officers 
deny that a man was killed at Skaguay 
for stealing, but say that in case of 
theft death would be the portion of the 
person so engaged.

SUMMER. VEIIS. 


Some; That Are Extremely Fniklona- 


ble Thin Seiuon. 


'A shadow veil com«s in the very finest 


black or white silk tulle, and is out on a 
jattern BO ekillf ully; manipulated that 
;vhen the veil is pinned in place not a 
single wrinkle crosses one's face. The 
pattern takes somewhat the form of a 
jibbous moon, and the point striven 
if ter is xo avoid wrinkles in the veil- 
ing, for they seem to throw lines of age 
into the face. The bottom "edge of a 
shadow veil lias a narrow selvage, and 
then through the tulle run, an eighth 
of an inch apart, parallel lines of black 
thread that are very fine. Shadow veils 
are sold with six, eight or ten of these 
lines, some of them running up high 
enough to cast their shadow over the 
mouth, while coquettish young ladies 
wear those that have lines clear up to 
the level of the eyes. 


It is almost an inexplicable, but nev- 


ertheless very important, fact that any 
skin under a well-lined shadow veil ap- 
pears to excellent advantage, and that 
under this cobweb covering, whether 
bought in black or white, defects of 
the facial cuticle are not apparent to 
the naked eye, 


With sailor hats two kinds of new 


veiling are worn, the batiste veil, to 
keep off sunburn and freckles, and the 
fish net, to show oft a fresh young skin. 
Every woman is going to the country 
this summer with at least a half dozen 
batiste veils packed in her bag; because 
they are the only absolutely sure shield 
against the sun, and because they wash, 
so that it is never necessary to wear one 
longer than two or three days at a time. 
They are pretty, too, as well as useful; 
the majority cut in squares, and ha '- 
ing three little hemstitched tucks run. 
niug around three sides of the square, 
while the fourth side gathers up with a 
fine white cotton cord, and is intended 
to be tied about the crown of the hat. 


This makes a veil very easy of ad- 


justment, and as the body of it is usual- 
ly white, with the tacks in pale pink, 
blue or green, $1° general effect is ex- 
ceedingly gay. Naturally only the very 
sheerest batiste is used, and in the 
laundry these squares .are merely 
washed out and ironed without starch- 
ing or folding them. Fish net is the sin- 
gle fashionable dotted veil this season. 
"JTis woven in a very wide mesh, ex- 
actly like a castnet, and at every angle 
in the weaving a tiny chenille dot is 
placed. Black fish nets have gray dots, 
brown nets have dark blue dots, and 
red ones green dots, and one prime 
recommendation of the weave is thai 
it is as strong as if woven of but- 
tonhole twist and positively refuses to 
wrinkle. 


All these innovations, however, have 


not quite d«ne away with that mainstay 
of late years, the chiffon veil. It is> the 
only face protector women now buy by 
the yard, for all other smart veils are 
made up to pin right, over one's hat. 
The really admirable chiffon veiling is 
not at pre&ent dotted, but figured in 
pretty lace and chenille designs, For 
instance, you can buy white chiffon 
veiling, all over with minute green vel- 
vet shamrocks, or gray chiffon em- 
broidered along the edges with corn- 
flowers, 
Then there are perforated 


chiffons, that is, on the material tiny 
leaves, stars or circles of net or lace are 
applied and tne chiffon cut out under- 
neath, 


But all these veilings are mere frivol- 


ities beside the net draperies meant for 
the top-loftical, rose-smothered hats 
women are wearing. A veil for a big 
hat comes from a yard and a half to 
two yards and a quarter long, edged 
with lace, put on straight or in n frill, 
and this is first drawn over hat and 
face and tied in a knot behind, a little 
to the right. Drawing the ends down, n 
bow knot is formed and pinned to the 
hair just back of the right ear, and 
then the remaining length of net is 
loft to flow down on the shoulders. It 
is permitted to add bright jewel-headed 
pins in arranging these bows, and nets 
of every blight color arc used in this 
way. 
Women who put a deal of pro- 


found thought in selecting their veils 
usually choose these big ones to match 
the straw of their hats, whether grass 
green or poppy red.—Boston Globe.

Twine, cord and rope made of this blue 
asbestos will not only resist fire, but 
also most of the known chemicals, cor- 
rosive vapors and atmospheric influ- 
ences. 
These qualities will open a 


new field for the employment of asbes- 
tos fabrics in chemical laboratories, and 
for the caulking of chemical apparatus. 


A novel application of this material 


is the working of blue asbestos fiber 
into mattresses for hospitals. They 
are cooler in summer and warmer in 
winter than thosje made either of ani- 
mal hair or vegetable fiber, and no ver- 
min can live in thlis mnttress. Experi- 
ments are now being made of working 
this fiber into j cjqth for fiTemen's ap- 
parel. 0^ course the long fiber blue as- 
bestos cai> also be employed for all the 
uses to which white asbestos has been 
put heretofore. Whiie a trifle more ex- 
pensive, its superior qualities make it 
well worth the difference.
